7'he decision not to print all headings with qualifiers 
specifying instruments is based on the fact that the order 
of instruments listed in qualifiers has now been firmly 
established and an appropriate heading can be formulated 
as needed by following the sequence of instruments given: 
(I) keyboard instruments, (2) wind instruments, (3) 
plcctral instruments, (4) percussion and other instruments, 
(5) bowed stringed instruments, (6) unspecified instru- 
ments, and (7) continuo. The instruments in each category 
arc given in alphabetical order with the exception of bowed 
stringed instruments, which arc given in score orders, c.g., 
Octets (Piano, clarinet, flute, oboe, percussion, violin, 
viola, violoncello); Octets (Piano, clarinet, flute, guitar, 
mandolin, accordion, percussion, double bass); Quartets 
(Flute, violin, viola, continuo)

Significant Changes 


The following is a list of the more important revisions 
of previously existing headings carried out during 1974-76, 
showing both the obsolete and current forms. Examples of 
superficial alterations of existing headings were generally 
omitted from this list, e.g. removal of hyphen to create a 
single term, such as News-letters' versus Newsletters. Also 
omitted were most updatings made to conform to the re- 
quirements of a model heading, e.g. Cotton breeding versus 
Cotton — Breeding; or of a standard subdivision, e.g. Topi- 
cal songs (Gastronomy) versus Gastronomy — - Songs and 
music. Finally, no mention is made here of shifts in proper 
names (except names of countries), biological names, 
chemical names, etc. A few instances of changes in pattern 
are appended to the list.
